"The barometer Is set fair and la 
rifling," waa the deeUratlon of John 
K. Redmond Saturday at the Kings- 
town ptor. Tho Irish Nationalist 
eader waa on his return to Ijondon 
to resume conferences wltb tbe Cab- 
inet on Important ipotnts In the home 
rule bin to be Introduced In tbe 
House of Commons Thursday. These 
conferences are carried on In the 
iilBtorlc Cabinet room in Downing 
street, where for the first time Irlah 
Nationalists have been received. 
The drafting of the bin baa been 
n trusted to a Oabinat committee 
which reports ■ perlodlealty to the 
whole Cabinet. The Prime Minister 
iiresldes over the committee and the 
Irlah leaders, who heretofore have 
■ulier distrusted .\si|iilfh on the 
;ionie rule, have found hiui the most 
Iberal of all tbe ntemhera of the 
'""ablnet when points of differences 
have arisen. 

Tbe bin wn resemble Oladstone's 
I8!ts sebeme In sevorBl Important 
lartlentors. especUny tbe retaining 
.if forty Irish members In tbe Im- 
lerial Parliament for Imperial pnr- 
loses and the creating of an upiper 
(lousr. In Dublin of about the same 
number. The first Intention was to 
have one-fourth of the Vpper House 
nominated, but In view of the pend- 
ing reform of the House of Lords 
the Rattlcal Ministers thought tbat

'<edent, ftit th«y are against any nom- 
inated element here. This point Is 
itlll unsettled. The Irlah membera
